Sewers—Reconstruction of lines in 
the low«: pari of town, particularly 
Lindaro street; possible relief sewers 
on Third, Second, Irwin, Woodland, 
and Lindaro to eliminate “boiling” 
of manholes and carry off excess 
storm, water. 
Street work—Completion of the 
city’s street improvement program 
with work on H street, Grand ave­ 
nue, Fifth avenue, and Bay View 
streets; start of the work proposed 
in the master street and highways 
plan, with amount to be determined 
by the amount of bond issue money 
available. 
Off-kLreet parkins — Immediate 
construction of three parking lots 
recommended by the city planning 
commission at Third and C streets, 
Third and Cijos streets ami Fifth 
between B and C.

Duffy said the game wardens who 
found to ducks in the Zander lock­ 
er at the North Bay Electric Com­ 
pany entered the locker illegally 
because they had no search warrant.

Chief Deputy District Attorney 
William O. Weissieh told toe court 
that the evidence was legally pro­ 
cured for two reasons. 
The fish and game code permits 
wardens to search lockers, Weissieh 
said, and they had sufficient cause 
to believe there were too many ducks 
in the Zander locker because of no­ 
tations in the locker plant records.

The city of San Rafael has gone 
to great deal of trouble to provide 
for developing San Rafael by meet­ 
ing its problems through a plan for 
corrected streets, improved traffic 
and parking conditions. 
More than 30 persons, headed by 
Herbert Knopf, were appointed by 
former Mayor Robert Austin 
as 
members of toe mayor’s committee 
for the planning of San Rafael’s 
future. 
They made many origin and des­ 
tination counts of traffic which 
passed over San Rafael streets. This 
was done to determine where cars 
come from and where thej went and 
what routes people took. This in­ 
formation, when tabulated showed 
what kind of a work out San Rafael 
streets were getting, and where new 
streets might be needed to reduce 
to traffic loads. 
Because of San Rafael s narrow 
shape, the committee learned the 
city’s traffic is carried on a few 
major streets. And the cbmmittee 
began to see the truth in a profes­ 
sional planner’s statement: 
The future of communities such 
as San Rafael will be dependent 
upon the ability of the area to 
handle properly motor vehicle traf­ 
fic and to provide adequate terminal 
facilities.

Marin sportsmen are attacking a 
proposal by toe Army Corps of En­ 
gineers to set up a new restricted 
explosives anchorage in Sau Pablo 
lay because they led it will nun 
pleasure and commercial fishing in 
toe are«. 
The anchorage would encompass a 
circular arm 14,000 feet acrasa, sit­ 
uated between China Camp in Ma­ 
rin county and Pinole point in Con­ 
tra Costs. Present location of the 
anchorage is 
between California 
Point and Point San Quentin. 
Officials of Marin Rod and Gun 
club plan to protest thr. action, ac­ 
cording to Secretary Gordon Dixon 
of San Rafael. He says they feel 
it would jeopardize both pleasure 
and commercial fishing and menace 
those living in adjacent areas. 
Center of Che circle would 
the 
anchorage itself, $2,000 feet across. 
Surrounding th at would be a “for­ 
bidden” acme. The two spots to­ 
gether would permanently d o st off 
and area 6.000 feet to diameter to 
all private craft. 
The entire dang« zone would 
measure 14,000 feet in diameter, but 


toe whole area would be dosed only 
during actual loading operations 
which according to law, may not be 
carried out at wharves. 
The ban 
would be enforced by the Coast 
Guard. 
Both Dixon and Richard Croker of 
San Anaelmo, chief of toe state bur­ 
eau of marine fisheries, claim toe 
restriction would ruin one of the 
finest striped bass fishing areas for 
sportsmen and the shrimp fisher­ 
men of China Camp. 
"The m atter will be taken up by 
our organization,” said Dixon, "and 
we plan to lodge immediate protest. 
The engineers’ action would ruin 
shrimp fishing as well as one of the 
finest striped bam areas in San 
Pablo bay.”

San Rafael insured itself last 
night against sliding hills and sink­ 
ing fills. 
The city council passed on first 
reading a new excavation ordinance 
that win give strict control over 
excavating and filling of land. 
Taking note of slides and flood 
conditions of recent weeks, many of 
the difficulties caused by improper 
excavations and fills, the council 
took steps to insure against further 
trouble. 
City Manager Ray Boege said the 
ordinance 
was passed to guard 
against unsightly excavations as well 
as those that might be hazardous. 
Any one planning to excavate or 
fill more than 50 cubic yards, or to 
make a cut th at will leave a four- 
foot bank, will have to get a permit 
from the city engineer, Boege said. 
The ordinance provides a $500 
fine or six-month jail sentence m 
the maximum penalty for violation 
of the ordinance. 
Councilman Homer Wood «drf he 
believed the ordinance was stringent, 
but “any time we have an excava­ 
tion ordinance we’ve got to make it 
tough.” 
ENFORCEMENT DISCRETION 
Wood added that the discretion 
would come to the enforcement of 
the ordinance. 
Other comment came from Coun­ 
cilman Phil Brown who said that 
recent storms have exposed con­ 
ditions caused by improper excava­ 
tions, and toe ordinance will help 
control excavating. 
The San Rafael ordinance is pat­ 
terned after a Mill Valley law which 
has been in effect for about a year 
and a half. Mill Valley City Man­ 
ager Alex Almcrants said today this 
ordinance has been working well. 
“We haven’t had a word of objec­ 
tion,” Almcrants said. 
Provision^ of the ordinance are 
briefly outlined as follows: 
A permit is required for excava­ 
tion or fill of more than 50 yards, 
or one which leaves a four-foot 
bank. ' 
APPLICATION TO BOEGE 
Application is made to the city 
engineer, Boege, who issues the per­ 
mit or can deny it. Appeal can be 
made to the city council. 
If there is an appeal all property 
owners within 300 feet of the exca­ 
vation must be notified. 
The city engineer shall base his 
derision on “public health, safety 
and general welfare.** He may deny 
the application if the excavation 
might result in a “dangerous topo­ 
graphic condition . . . seepage or 
s l i d e s , , . diversion of drainage 
waters.” 
A bond insuring the completion of 
the conditions of toe permit may be 
required of the applicant.

railroad track to eliminate heavy 
runoff into the Irwin street bridge; 
possible repairs to the levee. (Boege 
said the levee repairs were being 
considered, but were not definite.) 
Sewer»—Reconstruction of lines in 
the lower part of town, particularly 
Lindara street; possible relief sewers 
on Third, Second, Irwin, Woodland, 
and Lindara to eliminate "boiling” 
of manholes and carry off excess 
storm, water. 
Street work-^Completion of the 
city’s street improvement prdgram 
with work on H street, Grand ave­ 
nue, Fifth avenue, and Bay View 
streets; Btart of the work proposed 
in the master street and highways 
plan, with amount , to be determined 
by the .amount of bond issue money 
available. 
Off-street parking — Immediate 
construction of three parking lots 
recommended by the city planning 
commission at Third and C streets, 
Third and Cijos streets and Fifth 
between B and C. 
Building additions—To the library 
and the city hall and a new fire 
house and fire alarm system. 
Boege will have a report on the 
work to be done ready for the coun­ 
cil by the first of April. He said he 
will need some clear weather to do 
the field work on streets, drainage 
and sewers, but should have no 
trouble meeting Che April date.

Why City Has Traffic 


Congestion Is Studied 


(Second in a Series) 
By DON DAVIS 
The city of San Rafael has gone 
to greet deal of trouble to provide 
for developing San Rafael by meet 
ing its problems through a plan for 
corrected streets, improved traffic 
and parking conditions. 
More than 30 persons, headed by 
Herbert Knopf, were appointed by 
former Mayor Robert Austin 
as 
members of the mayor’s committee 
for the planning of San Rafael’s 
future. 
„ They made many origin and des­ 
tination counts of traffic which 
passed over San Rafael streets. This 
was done to determine where cars 
come from and where thej went and 
what routes people took. This in­ 
formation, when tabulated showed 
what kind of a work out San Rafael 
streets were getting, and where new 
streets might be needed to reduce 
th traffic loads. 
Because of San Rafael’s narrow 
shape, the committee learned the 
city’s traffic Is carried on a few 
major streets. And the committee 
began to see the truth in a profes­ 
sional planner’s statement: 
The future of communities such 
as San Rafael will be dependent 
upon the ability of the area to 
handle properly motor vehicle traf­ 
fic and to provide adequate terminal 
facilities. 
* * * 
The master plan calls for con­ 
siderable work about the area of the 


San Rafael overpass and Francisco 
boulevard. It asks for a new con­ 
nection between Francisco boulevard 
and Irwin street. This is the sec­ 
tion of street which brings north­ 
bound traffic into San Rafael from 
Highway 101 and traffic into San 
Rafael from Francisco Boulevard 
north. 
Part of this work is being done 
now under financing by the state. 
Land has been condemned and 
work on extending the bridge at 
Irwin street has been started. The 
work concerns widening of the area 
in order to eliminate the bottleneck 
where Francisco boulevard 
north, 
joins Irwin street. 
Work by the state is being done 
in connection with plans to widen 
t£e Highway 101 approach to San 
Rafael to six lanes, to improve and 
widen lanes of Francisco boulevard 
and to construct at San Quentin 
wye; what the state división of high­ 
ways calls a "traffic interchange 
structure,” a series of elevations and 
connections planned for smoother 
traffic relay. 
Another improvement calls for 
realignment and widening of Fran­ 
cisco bouldlard south on the other 
side of the overpass where south­ 
bound traffic goes onto Highway 
SOI. This improvement would pro­ 
vide for a wider section of road­ 
way needed for a storage lane for 
traffic desiring to get onto High­ 
way 10 L 


Junior Traffic 


Court To Be

Another progressive step in the 
guidance of Marih youth will be 
taken next month with the estab­ 
lishment of a junior traffic court, 
County Probation Officer Walter 
Busher revealed today.

SPORTSMEN SAY: 
Explosives Anchorage 


Would Lessen Fishing 


Marin sportsmen are attacking a 
proposal by the Army Corps of En­ 
gineers to set up a new restricted 
explosives anchorage in San Pablo 
bay because they feel it will rum 
pleasure and commercial fishing in 
the area. 
The anchorage would encompass a 
circular area 14,000 feet acras.;, sit­ 
uated between China Camp in Ma­ 
rin county and Pinole point in Con­ 
tra Costa. Present location of the 
anchorage is 
between California 
Point and Point San Quentin. 
Officials of Marin Rod and Gun 
club plan to protest thr action, ac­ 
cording to Secretary Gordon Dixon 
of San Rafael. He says they feel 
it would jeopardize both pleasure 
and commercial fishing and menace 
those living in adjacent areas. 
Center of the circle would 
the 
anchorage itself, $2,000 feet across. 
Surrounding that would be a "for­ 
bidden” zone. The two spots to­ 
gether would permanently close off 
and area 6,000 feet in diameter to 
all private craft. 
The entire danger zone would 
measure 14,000 feet in diameter, but 


the whole area would be closed only 
during actual loading operations 
which, according to la w, may not be 
carried out at wharves. 
The ban 
would be enforced by the Coast 
Guard. 
Both Dixon and Richard Croker of 
San Anselmo, chief of the state bur­ 
eau of marine fisheries, claim the 
restriction would ruin one of the 
finest striped bass fishing areas for 
sportsmen and the shrimp fisher­ 
men of China Camp. 
"The matter will be taken up by 
our organization,” said Dixon, "and 
we plan to lodge immediate protest. 
The engineers’ action would ruin 
shrimp fishing as well as one of the 
finest striped . bass areas in San 
Pablo bay.” 
Croker echoed Dixon s statement 
and said the bureau will file its ob­ 
jections ateo. Such protests should 
be sent to Col. K. M. Moore, dis­ 
trict engineer. Corps of Engineers, 
180 New Montgomery street J5an 
Francisco, not later than February 
15.

San Rafael insured itself last 
night against sliding hills and sink­ 
ing fills. 
The city council passed on first 
reading a new excavation ordinance 
that will give strict control over 
excavating and filling of land. 
Taking note of slides and flood 
conditions of recent weeks, many of 
the difficulties caused by improper 
excavations and fills, the council 
took steps to insure against further 
trouble. 
City Manager Ray Boege said the 
ordinance was passed to guard 
against unsightly excavations as well 
as those that might be hazardous. 
Any one planning to excavate or 
fill more than 50 cubic yards, or to 
make a cut that will leave a four- 
foot bank, will have to get a permit 
from the city engineer, Boege said. 
The ordinance provides a $500 
fine or six-month jail sentence as 
the maximum penalty for violation 
of toe ordinance. 
Councilman Homer Wood said he 
believed toe ordinance was stringent, 
but "any time we have an excava­ 
tion ordinance we’ve got to make it 
tough.” 
ENFORCEMENT DISCRETION 
Wood added that the discretion 
would come in the enforcement of 
the ordinance. 
Other comment came from Coun­ 
cilman Phil Brown who said that 
recent storms have exposed con­ 
ditions caused by improper excava­ 
tions, and the ordinance will help 
control excavating. 
The San Rafael ordinance is pat­ 
terned after a Mill Valley law which 
has been in effect for about a year 
and a half. Mill Valley City Man­ 
ager Alex Almcrants said today this 
ordinance has been working well. 
"We haven’t had a word of objec­ 
tion,” Almcrants said. 
Provision^ of the ordinance ar» 
briefly outlined as follows: 
A permit is required for excava­ 
tion or fill of more than 50 yards, 
or one which leaves a four-foot 
bank. ' 
APPLICATION TO BOEGE 
Application Is made to the city 
engineer, Boege, who issues the per­ 
mit or can deny it. Appeal can be 
made to the city council. 
If there is an appeal all property 
owners within 300 feet of the exca­ 
vation must be notified. 
The city engineer shall base his 
decision on "public health, safety 
and general welfare,” He may deny 
the application if toe excavation 
might result in a "dangerous topo­ 
graphic condition . . . seepage or 
s l i d e s , . . diversion of drainage 
water*.” 
A bond insuring the completion of 
the conditions Of the permit may be 
required of the applicant. 
A retaining wall of concrete,

This means that about 
300 signatures must be placed on 
each petition to qualify. 
3—Then the petitions are filed 
with the. county clerk and signa­ 
tures checked and within 10 days 
certified to the county superinten­ 
dent of schools who “forthwith” 


must call an election for 35 to 40 
days later. If there are insuffi­ 
cient qualified signatures, the peti­ 
tions go back to the sponsors for a 
brief period permitting further col 
lection of names. 
. 4—The election is held in the 
same manner as school trustee elec­ 
tions, with a clear majority—half 
of those voting, plus one—required 
to make the recall effective. » 
5—The supervisors canvass 
the 
election returns. 
Also on the ballot are names of 
candidates to fill the vacancies if 
they are created by recall. Recall 
is the only method by which the 
electorate may fill a vacancy on a 
school board, since a resignation or 
death vacancy is filled for the un­ 
expired term by appointment of the 
county superintendent of schools. 
Here is how to get on the ballot 
to fill a recall vacancy: 
Simply file a statement of can­ 
didacy or petition in the 
proper 
form signed by 10 persons with the 
county school superintendent 
at 
least 30 days before the election 
date that is, probably five but up to 
10 days after the election is called, 
depending upon the time element 
then. 


The hundreds of new homes built 
and occupied in the county since 
last year apparently haven’t had a 
bearing on a taxpayers* association 
in Los Angeles which reports that 
people are moving away from Marin. 
The association, California Tax­ 
payers* of Los Angeles, reports 340 
persons have pulled up stakes and 
moved from Marin. 
It arrived at this conclusion in 
view of the increasing construction 
of new homes in the cbunty, new 
record of students attending schools 
and growing number of telephone, 
P.G. and E., and water pipe installa­ 
tions.

The association, in & press re­ 
lease, lists no basis for its figures. 
In contrast to the report from Los 
Angeles are the findings of Owen 
Skaggs of San Anselmo, publisher 
of the Marin County A to Z direc­ 
tory, who estimated that a total of 
94,700 men, women, and children 
now call Marin their home. 
Skaggs admitted he arrived at his 
total by estimating 2-5 persons re 
siding at each listing in the direc 
tory.

Of this number, 1800 live 
in Ross city and the balance in 
Del Mesa. This means that about 
300 signatures must be placed on 
each petition to qualify. 
3—Then the petitions are filed 
with the, county clerk and signa­ 
tures checked and within 10 days 
certified to the county superinten­ 
dent of schools who "forthwith" 


must call an election for 35 to 40 
days later. If there are insuffi­ 
cient qualified signatures, the peti­ 
tions go back to the sponsors for a 
brief period permitting further col­ 
lection of names. 
. 4—The election it held in the 
same manner as school trustee elec­ 
tions, with a clear majority-half 
of those voting, plus one—required 
to make the recall effective. • 
5—The supervisors canvass the 
election returns. 
Also on the ballot are names of 
candidates to fill the vacancies if 
they are created by recall. Recall 
is the only method by which the 
electorate may fill a vacancy on a 
school board, since a resignation or 
death vacancy is filled for the un­ 
expired term by appointment of the 
county superintendent of schools. 
Here is how to get on the ballot 
to fill a recall vacancy: 
Simply file a statement of can­ 
didacy or petition in the proper 
form signed by 10 persons with the 
county school superintendent at 
least 30 days before the election 
date that is, probably five but up to 
10 days after the election is called, 
depending upon the time element 
then. 


The hundreds of new homes built 
and occupied in the county since 
iast year apparently haven’t had a 
bearing on a taxpayers’ association 
in Los Angeles which reports that 
people are moving away from Marin.

* Starting with the official census 
of April, 1950 the association lists 
Marin’s population at 85,619. From 
there It moves to April of 1951 where 
it says the county grew to 86,730 
persons. 
Finally, it drops the count down 
to 86,390 for January 1, 1952. 
The association, in a press re­ 
lease, lists no basis for its figures. 
In contrast to the report from Los 
Angeles are the findings of Owen 
Skaggs of San Anselmo, publisher 
of the Marin County A to Z direc­ 
tory, who estimated that a total of 
94,700 men, women, and children 
now call Marin their home. 
Skaggs admitted he arrived at his 
total by estimating 23 persons re­ 
siding at each listing in the direc­ 
tory. Although the method may in­ 
crease population in some com­ 
munities, the publisher said, it 
would average out throughout the 
entire county. 
Also viewing the estimate of the 
taxpayers’ association with doubt 
were Fred Banfield ofT.G.& E. and 
William Seeger, assistant manager 
of Marin Municipal Water district. 
"We had roughly 2300 new P.G. 
and E. installations during the past 
year, and during this day and age 
we’re not disconnecting any," Ban­ 
field laughed. 
Seeger guessed that "at least 1,- 
000 new homes and apartments had 


been added to the water district’s 
supply lines." 
"Population couldn’t have gone 
down," the assistant managed added, 
"because we’ve consumed more water 
than the previous year—almost 10 
percent more." 
The report from Los Angeles also

Crackdown 


Is Ordered 


San Rafael businessmen who are 
operating from their homes are go­ 
ing to Have to pay for city business 
licenses, the San Rafael city council 
ruled last night. 
Cotindlmen ordered Tax Collector 
C. C. Webb to collect business li­ 
cense fees from firms or individuals 
thgt have been operating illegally 
since before the new zoning ordin­ 
ance was passed in May, 1951. 
In so doing they gave notice to 
other businesses that started after 
May 1 that they will no longer be 
tolerated. 
City Attorney Harold Haley point­ 
ed out that any business operating 
in a ftsldential area is illegal. But, 
Haley added, many were there be­ 
fore the new zoning ordinance was 
passed and thus were given a form ¡ 
of recognition by the city which had 
not closed them down. 
Haley made it clear that collection 
of a business license from a non- 
conforming user would in no way 
give him authority to continue his 
illegal business. 
Non-conforming uses are buildings 
or property that are used for pur­ 
poses not permitted in the city zon­ 
ing ordinance. 
The councilmen made no specific 
charges, but mentioned that most 
of the problem is with boarding 
houses, though there are a few 
photographers and other businesses 
operated from homes. 
Webb said he had not been col­ 
lecting license fees from these firms 
because they had always been there 
and “I wantd the minutes to direct 
me to go and get them.” 
Councilman Homer Wood said

IT HAPPENED LONG AGO 
Fairground Plan Sent 
To Capital, Board Says 


Marin residents, who have waited 
m any months for some kind of an­ 
nouncement, learned yesterday that 
the county supervisors long ago sub­ 
mitted plans for a county fairground 
to state officials. 
This information came to light 
yesterday as Supervisor William D. 
Fusselman discussed the county’s 
appropriation to the Martn Art and 
Oarden Fair. 
Fusselman pointed out that fair 
officials cannot expect to get the 
money much longer because *’we ere 
waiting for an answer from the state 
on plans we sent to them.** 
Questioned yesterday afternoon, 
Fusselman and Chairman T. Fred 
Bagshaw «aid the rough sketch of 
buildings on a site the supervisors 
have selected was submitted several 
months ego. 
They said the sketch was merely a 
tentative layout of how buildings 
might be arranged on the site. 
Both supervisors refused to name 
the site they are considering because 
“speculators” might go in and buy 
the land to hold it for a profit from 
the county. 
“It is in the public interest that 
we have to keep this quiet,'* Fussel­ 
man said. 
The Roes Valley supervisor did re­ 
veal that the state has turned down 
two sites and the supervisors lost 
one site to private business. 
Disapproval of fairground sites at 
Santa Venetia and Novato were 
registered by the state, which holds 
the purse strings for county fair de­ 
velopments through its allocation of 
parimutuel earnings. 
A county option on the land now 
occupied by the Littleman super­ 
market at Corte Madera lapsed, 
Fusselman said, when financial ar­ 
rangements could not be completed 
In time. 
County Clerk George Jones, who 
keeps the supervisors* official records, 
•aid yesterday afternoon he knew of 
no plans cr sketches sent to Sacra­ 


mento. 
“They must have been holding 
committee meetings,'* Jones said. 
The supervisors often meet in com­ 
mittee when they want to keep their 
actions secret. 
In other county fair business yes­ 
terday they sent Supervisor James 
Kehoe to meet with the Marin Coun­ 
ty Farm Bureau which haa regis­ 
tered a second objection to the fair 
Bagshaw explained that a large 
proportion of the farm bureau mem­ 
bers are in Kehoe's district and he 
will explain to them just what the 
county is planning to do. 
Farm bureau directors said In a 
resolution read to the supervisors 
yesterday that Marin cannot sup­ 
port an agricultural fair because it 
has no purebred livestock raising 
activities. 
“Unless promoters of the Marin 
county fairgrounds can dearly show 
that no burden will fall upon the 
county taxpayers, the Marin Coun­ 
ty Farm Bureau must maintain its 
opposition to this proposed fair,’* the 
resolution said. 
The letter recalls a slmillar objec­ 
tion from F. Somers Peterson of San 
Rafael which the supervisors re­ 
ceived and filed lest month. 
Peterson said then that “prac­ 
tically every county fair" la losing 
money, according to a report of the 
state Department of Finance and “it 
is most unlikely that a Marin Coun­ 
ty Fair would be any more profit­ 
able than any other fairs in the 
state." 
“It is probable that, to the con­ 
trary, interest in it would be far 
less than in the more rural com­ 
munities." 
Peterson objected to starting a 
county fair Just because there is 
state money available. “I believe it 
has been pretty well established 
that so-called handouts from any 
governmental department are not, 
in any sense, free, and are an ever 
mounting burden on taxpayers."

Nowadays folks 
make ten times as much for half 
the work, but I don’t think they're 
much better off.

“Now they have cars and wash­ 
ing machines and vacuum cleaners 
and refrigerators and radios and 
telephones and television seto— all 
tha things to giva them more time 
to spare. And the more time they 
have, the more entertainment they 
have to have, and the more gadgets 
they buy to supply that entertain 
ment—and in the end they don’t 
have any more fun than wa did.

When he first bought the High 
Ridge store, business was strictly 
by barter. Mr. Jones explains: 
“I used to get paid in eggs, pigs, 
butter, horses and baskets. Basket- 
making was one of the principal 
businesses in these parts then, and 
at one time I had 40 basket-makers 
working for me. Intake the baskets 
in exchange for groceries and stock 
feed, and then I’d have to sell them 
before I could pay my bills.” 
Back in 1900 eggs were 12 cents 
a dozen, butter 25 cents a pound, 
round steak cost 10 cents a pound 
and porterhouse 16 cents. 
His biggest sales wers of flour, 
sugar and hay and grain, because 
most of his customers raised their 
own meat, eggs, butter and vege­ 
tables.

Penicillin Safety Measure 
Prior To Tooth Removal

Inf actions that sometimes follow 
ths removal of teeth <re now ©ften 
being prevented with penicillin in­ 
jections. 
An empty tooth socket can act 
like a door to the body and admit 
bacteria into the blood stream. The 
blood, In'turn, can carry bacteria to 
weak and vulnerable parts of the 
body. In this way, patient* who 
have previously had rheumatic fever 
have been known to develop sn in­ 
fection of the valves of the heart 
after having teeth extracted. 
ELDERLY PATIENTS 
This type of infeetien ha# also 
bean noted after tooth extractions 
in elderly patients with heart di­ 
sease. It to very hard to treat and 
sometimes remits in death. 
to a recent test, penicillin wag in ­ 
jected into the muscles of 88 pa­ 
tients before tooth extractions in an 
effort to prevent bacterial infection. 
An equal number r e c e i v e d no 
penicillin. Samples of blood were 
taken from an patients after the ex­ 
tractions to determine the amount 
ef bacteria in their blood. 
Hone of the patients given psni- 
eihin showed bacteria, while 80 of 
those not receiving penicillin had 
bacteria in blood specimens after 
extractions. 
These tests may lead to an im­ 
portant safety measure for anyone 
with a history of heart disease of 
any type, particularly rheumatic 
heart disease, and for elderly people 
when they require tooth extractions. 
It seems advisable that these people 


be given a large do«« of penicülin 
by injection into the muscle well 
in advanee of the extraction. 
If a peraon ht* rhsumatic fevar, it 
to al*o wtH to avoid any unnecetaary 
manipulation of ths gums and teeth. 
W hen extractions art nscessary, 
most dentiits and physic&ans egne 
the beat way to to rtmovt only ont 
or two teeth at a Urne, and to avoid 
removlng teo meny teeth from the 
mouth at once.

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YOUR HEALTH 
Penicillin Safety Measure 
Prior To Tooth Removal 


By HERMAN M. B UNDE SEN, MJ>.. be given a large dose: of penicillin 
Infections that sometime# follow 
the removal of teeth are now often 
being prevented with penicillin in­ 
jection*. 
An empty tooth socket can act 
tike a door to the body and admit 
bacteria into the blood stream. The 
blood, in‘turn, can carry bacteria to 
weak and vulnerable parts of the 
body. Ih this 'way, patients who 
have previously had rheumatic fever 
have been known to develop en in­ 
fecten of the valves of the heart 
after having teeth extracted. 
ELDERLY PATIENTS 
Hila typa of infection ha« also 
bean noted after tooth extractions 
in elderly patient* with heart di­ 
etas*. It is very hard to treat and 
sometimes results in death. 
In a recent test, penicillin wag in­ 
jected into the muscles of 35 pa­ 
tents before tooth extractions in an 
effort to prevent bacterial infection. 
An equal number r e c e i v e d no 
penicillin. Samples of blood were 
taken from all patents after ths ex­ 
tractions to determine the amount 
of bacteria in their blood. 
None of the patients given peni- 
dllln showed bacteria, while 30 of 
those not receiving penicillin had 
bacteria In blood specimens after 
extractions. 
These tests may lead to an im­ 
portant safety measure for anyone 
with a history of heart disease of 
any type, particularly rheumatic 
heart disease, and for elderly people 
when they require tooth extractions. 
It seems advisable that these people 


by injection into the muscle well 
in advance of the extraction. 
If a person has rheumatic fever, it 
is also well to avoid any unnecessary 
manipulation of the gums and teeth. 
When extractions are necessary, 
most dentista and physicians agree 
the best way is to remova only one 
or two teeth at a time, end to avoid 
removing too many teeth from the 
mouth at mice.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
San Rafael Hill Should 
Have Bigger, Betfer Cross 


Now that the old White Cross atop San 
Rafael Hill has fallen victim to the ravages of 
time and the elements, it seems opportune to 
replace it with something more substantial. 
The original cross on the hill was placed 
there tome years ago through the efforts of a 
San Rafael minister whose name we don't re- 
call. 


During World War II, the cross apparently 
suffered the same fate as the most recent one. 
After the war, the city of San Rafael—as owners 
of the HiU so generously donated by the Boyd 
and Dollar families-fooied the bill for a new 
cross. 
This time, it seems to us, it should be re­ 
placed by something stronger than soit, painted 
wood propped up with stones and steadied 
with baling wire. 


From much of the residential and most of the 
b” »ness area of San Rafael, the old cross was 
not a spectacular sight. 


But it did stand out from the highway. 
Tourists passing by on Highway 101 are much 
more impressed by the view of our hill from 
the highway than are we who live here and take 
it for granted. They can’t have been particular­ 
ly impressed by the old cross, but they could 
be by a larger one, one that is built of stone 
and floodlighted at night 


And nothing could be mote appropriate than 


a cross to mark our city for tourist eyes, since 
the cross is the symbol of Christianity and since 
the first civilized settlers in Marin were the 
Mission padres bringing Christianity to the 
Indians. 
The city park commission of $an Rafael 
would, we arc convinced, perform a valuable 
service to the community by wringing out of 
its budget enough money to meet the modest 
cost of such a project

Here 
are expressed the Ideals of a free people—the wealth 
of a nation produced by a free people and owned by 
a free people.

Truman Forges New Iron Curtain 
Of His Own; News Blackout Starts 
Washington newsmen have run into a new iron 
curtain—right in the Nation’s Capital. And the man 
who drew the curtain is none other than President 
Harry Truman. It all came about at the first White 
House press conference of the New Year when the 
President told correspondents that he wasn't going 
to answer any more queries on what was being done 
to dean up corruption in government. In fact, the 
newsmen are not allowed to aek such questions.

However, if 
he had the courage and good sense, even at this 
late date, to launch a thorough cleanup starting from 
the Attorney General on down, he would have little 
occasion to crawl behind a news blackout on the sub­ 
ject*.

THESE INCLUDE THE AGILE

Senator Gillette (D-Iowa), Sena­ 
tor Connally (D-Tex.) and Mar­ 
tin and Woodruff. Gillette, Con- 
nylly and Woodruff also were in 
World War I. 
But don’t get the idea that there 
is no political hope for the non- 
veteran, for many of them are 
doing fine. 
Ketehum found only one veter­ 
an for example, among Virginia's 
nine representative«. 
And Rep. A. Leonard Allen (D- 
La.) shows that the old lures still 
have their charm. 
He proudly 
points this out in his biography 
in the “Congressional Directory.“ 
He was bom in a log cabin. 


ALL THOSE WHO, being in it 
or near it have something ts do 
with this congress, are agreed in 
expecting a sorry show. 
There is no evidence as yet for 
thinking thst they may be wrong, 
and there is nothing else to rely 
upon to prevent this sorry show 
unless it Is the very faint and, 
perhaps, fatuous hope that more 
and more will realise, assisted by 
press and radio, that the biggest 
news that anyone could make 
would be good news, and that— 
to Judge by the men who in fact 
seem to be the most liked In the 
country—the best way to be popu­ 
lar is not to be, in the strict and 
refined sense of the old word, a 
slobberer over the public interest,. 


THE PROSPECT. HOWEVER, is 
not too bright for a session of 
congress which will make Ameri­ 
cans proud of their institutions, 
and will cause the world not only 
to respect our power and to seek 
our help but also to admire and 
be moved by our example. Why, 
we musi ask ourselves, should our 
prospects be so poor? Why, to say 
it plaily here as it is being said 
in so many other places, should 
the leader of the free nations feel 
that it is doomed to make an ex­ 
hibition of itself because it is about 
to perform the greatest of the 
functions of a free and demo­ 
cratic people? 
There is something absurd and 
repulsive, and I would think un­ 
necessary, in taking this humilia­ 
tion for granted. It Is much as 
if a man were to say: “Tomorrow 
is my wedding day and I shall be 
at the church at the right time . . . 
But you must not hold it against 
me tfhen I come up the aisle reel­ 
ing from the barroom brawls I 
shall have taken part in on my 
way to church.** 


TO SAY THAT WE ARE in the 
letdown which always follows a 
war is of course true. But it does 
not sty very much about how men 
who do not like this letdown might 
begin to overcome it. I would sug­ 
gest that the reason for the very 
bad relations between congress ami 
the president—and for the general 
feeling that nifhing can be done 
about them—is in a critical break­ 
down of the constitutional rela­ 
tions between the two branches of 
the government. There have been 
serious invasions and usurpations 
by each against the other, and the 
violence of the struggle between 
the executive and the congress is 
due in large measure to the fact 
that their relations are unregu­ 
lated at the present time by re­ 
spect for and loyalty to the spirit 
and intent of the constitution. 
Many years age, F. 8 Oliver 
wrote that “the spirit of the na­ 
tion is & great force, but it is one 
which cannot always be on the 
alert, and while it sleeps, the part 
of noble institutions is to keep 
watch.” In the field of war and 
peace it is the part of noble in­ 
stitutions to watch over the bal­ 


ance of independence and respon­ 
sibility between the president and 
the congress. In the past two 
years—I would say since the last 
illness of Senator Vandenberg— 
neither Truman nor Taft has 
shown a proper respect and loy­ 
alty where the constitution was 
meant to be supreme. 


SENATOR TAFTS BOOK has 
an impressive and cogent chapter 
called “The Place of the Presi­ 
dent and 
Congress in Foreign 
Policy.** The chapter Is an argu­ 
ment that the president exceeded 
his authority when he committed 
an army to the Korean war and 
again when he committed another 
army to NA.T.O., without the au­ 
thorization of congress. I think, 
end in fact have thought from the 
beginning, that Senator Taft is 
rlg it—that in the true intent and 
pm pose of the constitution the 
president’s action has 
been 
a 
usurpation of the power of con­ 
gress. 
But what I find deplorable is 
that Senator Taft should pass over 
in complete silence the unpreced­ 
ented usurpations by congress of 
the president’s powers in the con­ 
duct of foreign affairs. The most 
clearly identifiable has been the 
seizure by the senate foreign rela­ 
tions comittee, which I understand 
is actually acknowledged in writ­ 
ing by the state department, of a 
veto on the president’s constitu­ 
tions! right to recognize govern­ 
ments. Hut the usurpation of the 
president’s powers has gone far 
beyond that. 
Congress has in­ 
vaded and infiltrated not only the 
making of policy, not only nego­ 
tiation with foreign states, but the 
very administrative detail of every 
part of American foreign rela­ 
tions. 


ONE CAN ARGUE WHETHER 
theoretically the American system 
of government with its separated 
powers is as good as would be a 
parliamentary government. 
But 
what is not seriously arguable, I 
think, is that the only way to 
make this government of ours 
work well is to be faithful to its 
own constitutional principle, and 
to preserve the spirit and meaning 
of the separation of powers. 
That, I contend, ts what the 
Truman administration and the 
republicans under the leadership 
of Taft have flagrantly failed to 
do—ever since they have no long­ 
er been kept in order by the mod­ 
erating effect of Vandenberg, with 
his passionate constitutionalism. 
Neither Truman nor Taft has act­ 
ed with the scruple and restraint, 
with the loyalty and the devotion 
to the spirit of American institu­ 
tions which their responsibilities 
and the great occasion called for. 
That is why the congress, the 
administrative officials, and the 
correspondents who have to watch 
it and write about it, are so un­ 
animous in thinking that we are 
in for a series of cheap and nasty 
brawls.

For in ­ 
stance: A travel­ 
ing salesman re­ 
ceives a flat $100 
per week from his 
employer to cover his traveling 
expenses. Some weeks this more 
than covers his expenses and some 
weeks when he has to make long 
trips, it is inadequate. He includes 
in his salary the $5,200 that he 
received for expenses and deducts 
his reimbursed expenses of $5,200. 
But suppose his total expenses 
were $6,500, instead of the $5,200 
he was reimbursed and is allowed 
to deduct. 
In that case, he makes s de­ 
tailed listing of his expenses and 
dedcts $54)00 from his salary as 
reimbursed expenses on page I of 
the tax return and deducts the 
balance of $1,300 as miscellaneous 
expense on page 3 of the tax re­ 
turn. 
There is no provision msde for 
taking reimbursed expenses on 
page 1. Right under your listing 
of income from salary or wages, 
on page 1 of the tax return, put 
“Reimbursed expenses as par list 
attached” and deduct the amount 
direct from your income. If your 
total expenses are more than your 
reimbursement, then deduct Hie 
excess on page 3 of the tax return 
under miscellaneous.

TODAY'S BUSINESS MIRROR 
Here Is Low-Down On How 
New Controls May Pinch 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK (JP)—Here is the 
low-down on what the government 
means when it says you're going 
to be pinched. 
And the pinch for civilians af­ 
ter the military gets the metal it 
needs is going to be a lot sharper 
than many expected. 
Makers—and buyers—of auto« 
and household gadgets have got 
the word as to how much can be 
produced in April, May and June. 
And the word is “less than now.” 
But for the makers of such ac­ 
cessories to living as umbrellas, 
pianos and Venetian blinds the 
word is “you can have more metal 
than now, so you won’t go out of 
business.” 


BUILDERS—AND WOULD-BE 
owners—of new homes get a 
shock. Fewer can be started after ♦ 
April than was first expected. The 
trouble here isn’t in lumber, ce­ 
ment, plumbing fixtures or work­ 
men. There’s no scarcity yet. But 
the brass, copper and aluminum 
items that are a small but essen­ 
tial part of any new home aren’t 
going to be handed out freely, 
Unless your contractor is a good 
hunter, he may have trouble, 
finishing some homes later on 
this year. 
Businessmen get this advice 
from the government: if you 


haven’t started that new plant or 
expansion program by April 1, 
you’re going to have a tough time 
proving it’s essential enough for 
the government to let you have 
building materials. Business ex­ 
pansion is going to slow down af­ 
ter April—except defense plants. 


HERE IS WHAT SOME of the 
cut-backs the government is order­ 
ing for April mean—if they aren’t 
revised later on: 
Only 660,000 new homes are ex­ 
pected to be started this year. Be­ 
fore Korea Americans were build­ 
ing at an annual clip of 1,400,000. 
From 1,730,000 to 1,860,000 new 
cars (depending on how good auto 
makers are at stretching their 
copper and aluminum supplies) 
can be made in the first six 
months of this year. They made 
3,160,911 in the first six months 
of 1950, before Korea. 
In June, 1950, we made 250,190 
vacuum cleaners, 325,200 washing 
machines, and 246,283 gas and 
coal kitchen stoves. Only 45 per 
cent of that amount can be made 
this June under the new rules. 
But there are plenty of stoves, 
washing machines, vacuum clean­ 
ers, TV sets and autos on hand 
now to fill present civilian de­ 
mands. In fact, some of them have 
been pretty hard to move. The 
sales executive may be getting a 
break.

Now that the old White Cross atop San 
Rafael Hill has fallen victim to the ravages of 
time and the elements, it seems opportune to 
replace it with something more substantial. 
The original cross on the hill was placed 
there some years ago through the efforts of a 
San Rafael minister whose name we don’t re­ 
call. 
During World War II, the cross apparently 
suffered the same fate as the most recent one. 
After the war, the city of San Rafael-as owners 
of the Hill so generously donated by the Boyd 
and Dollar families—footed the bill for a new 
cross. 
This time, it seems to us, it should be re­ 
placed by something stronger than soft, painted 
wood propped up with stones and steadied 
with baling w ire.. 


From much of the residential and most of the 
b”=ines$ area of San Rafael, the old cross was 
not a spectacular sight. 


But it did stand out from the highway. 
Tourists passing by on Highway 101 are much 
more impressed by the view of our hill from 
. the highway than are we who live hete and take 
it for granted. They can’t have been particular­ 
ly impressed by the old cross, but they could 
be by a larger one, one that is built of stone 
and floodlighted at night.

"The story of the Stock Exchange is the story of a 
free nation growing up, the story of the industries 
owned by millions of people which produce our 
peacetime wealth and the weapons of freedom. . . 
"Freedom is the watchword in these rooms. Here 
Is a dramatic contrast between the totalitarian com­ 
munist state and the democracy of capitalism. Here 
are expressed the Ideals of a free people—the wealth 
of a nation produced by a free people and owned by 
a free people. 
“There is no stock exchange in Moscow, Prague or 
Warsaw because behind the Iron Curtain the very 
concept of the right of ownership is being erased 
from men’s minds. I ’d like to take some of the 
Soviet’s propaganda boys through these quarters 
and show them what public ownership of industry 
really is, how it is achieved and its productive 
power.”

Truman Forges New iron Curtain 
Of His Own; News Blackout Starts 


Washington newsmen have run into a new iron 


curtain—right in the Nation’s Capital. And the man 
who drew the curtain is none other than President 
Harry Truman. It all came about at the first White 
House press conference of the New Year when the 
President told correspondents that he wasn't- going 
to answer any more queries on what was being done 
to' dean up corruption In government. 'In fact, the 
newsmen are not allowed to ask such questions. 
Washington observers tab this as a desperation 
move similar to that which President Hoover invok­ 
ed during the last stages of his administration when 
he was especially hard pressed by problems of the 
depression. 
Now, 20 year* later another President 
runs for cover. 


This time its not an economic, but an administrative 
depression which the chief executive finds too embar­ 
rassing to try explaining. It is pointed out that the 
President can always fall back on a “no comment’* 
reply to any question whenever he chooses. But ap­ 
parently Mr. 'Truman finds the questions themselves 
getting to be more than he can take. However, if 
he had the courage and good sense, even at this 
late date, to launch a thorough cleanup starting from 
the Attorney General, on down, he would have little 
occasion to crawl behind a news blackout on the sub­ 
ject*.

Veteran Record Replaces Log 


Cabin Birth As Political Must

WASHINGTON (JPh-In the old 
days the best political advertise­ 
ment a politician could have was 
that he was born in a log cabin. 
A better political bet today, 
statistically at least, is a war 
record. 


From President, Truman (Capt. 
Truman of the 129th Field Artil- 
lery) on down, the country is run 
chiefly by veterans. 


WITH ALMOST 19,909,099 vet­ 
arais around, it’s hardly surpris­ 


ing to find many of them showing 
up In Congress. But did you 'know 
that more than half the congress­ 
men are veterans? 
Omar Ketchum of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars has been peering 
at the records of congressmen. He 
found that 289—or 54.(5 per cent—’ 
of all representatives and senators 
were in the Spanish-American 
War, World War I or World War 
II. 
Eighteen congressmen have been 
in two wars, and one, Senator Ed 
Martin (R-Pa.), in the process of 
working up from private to major

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general, served in all three.

senators have war records; in the 
House, 231 of the 433 representa­ 
tives (there are two vacancies) are 
veterans. 
As might be expected, World 
War I veterans- still are in the 
lead, but the World War II men 
are closing in. 
In the Senate, World War I vet­ 
erans are ahead, 38 to 13. This 
doesn't include Martin or Senators 
Frear (D-Del.) and Hendrickson 
(R-N. J.), who were in both. 
The House shows how World 
War II veterans are gaining. There 
the World War I lead Is only 124 
to 92.

Government Must 


Resume Its Faith 
In Constitution 


ALL THOSE WHO; being in it 
or near it have something to do 
with this congress, are agreed in 
expecting a sorry show. 
There is no evidence as yet for 
thinking that they may be wrong,, 
and there is nothing else to rely 
upon to prevent this sorry show 
unless it is the very faint and, 
perhaps, fatuous hope that more 
and more will realise, assisted by 
press and radio, that the biggest 
news that anyone 
could 
make 
would be good news, and that— 
to judge by the men who in fact 
seem to be the most liked In the 
country-the best way to be popu­ 
lar is not to be, in the strict and 
refined .serse of the old word, a 
slobberer over the public interest.. 


THE PROSPECT. HOWEVER, is 
not too bright for a session of 
congress which will make Ameri­ 
cans proud of their institutions, 
and will cau.se the world not only 
to respect our power and to seek 
our help but also to admire and 
be moved by our example. Why, 
we must ask ourselves, should our 
prospects 'be so poor? Why, to' say 
it plaily here as it is being said 
In so many other places, should 
the leader of the free nations feel 
that it is doomed to make an ex­ 
hibition of Itself because It is about 
to perform the greatest of the 
functions, of a free and demo­ 
cratic people? 
There is something absurd and 
repulsive, and I would think un­ 
necessary, in taking this humilia­ 
tion for granted. 
It is much as 
if a man were to say: "Tomorrow 
is my wedding day and I shall be 
at the church at the right time . . . 
But you must not hold it against 
me #hen I come up the aisle reel­ 
ing from the barroom brawls I 
shall have taken part .in on my 
way to church.” 


TO SAY THAT WE ARE in the 
letdown which always follows a 
war is of course true. But it does 
not say very much about how men 
who do not like this letdown might 
begin to' overcome it. I would sug­ 
gest that the reason for the very 
bad relations between, congress and 
the president—and for the general 
feeling that nt thing can be done 
about them—Is in a critical break­ 
down of the constitutional rela­ 
tions between the two branches of 
the government. There have been 
serious invasions and usurpations 
by each against the other, and the 
violence of the struggle between 
the executive and the congress is 
due in large measure to the fact 
that their relations are unregu­ 
lated at the present time by re­ 
spect for and loyalty to the spirit 
and intent of 'the constitution. 
Many years age, F. 3. Oliver 
wrote that “the spirit of the na­ 
tion is a great force, but it is one 
which cannot always be on the 
alert, and while it sleeps, the part1 
of noble institutions is to keep 
watch.” 
In the field of war and 
peace it is the part of noble in­ 
stitutions to watch over the bal-

He includes 
in his salary the $5,200 that he 
received for expenses and deducts 
his reimbursed expenses of $5,200. 
But suppose his total expenses 
were $6,500, instead of the $5,200 
he was reimbursed and is allowed 
to deduct. 
In that case, he makes a de­ 
tailed listing of his expenses and 
dedcts $5,200 from his salary as 
reimbursed expenses on page 1 of 
the tax return and deducts the 
balance of $1300 as miscellaneous 
expense on page 3 of the tax re­ 
turn. 
There is no provision made for 
taking reimbursed expenses on 
page 1. Right under your listing 
of income from salary or wages, 
on page I of the tax return, put 
"Reimbursed expenses as per list 
attached” and deduct the amount 
direct from your Income. If your 
total expenses are more than your 
reimbursement, then deduct the 
excess on page 3 of the tax return 
under miscellaneous.

usurpation of the power of con­ 
gress. 
But what I find deplorable is 
that Senator Taft should pass over 
In complete silence the unpreced­ 
ented usurpations by congress of 
the president's 'powers in the con­ 
duct of foreign affairs. The most 
clearly identifiable has been the 
seizure by the senate foreign rela­ 
tions comittee, which I understand 
is actually acknowledged, In writ­ 
ing by the state department, of a 
veto on the president’s constitu­ 
tional right to recognize govern­ 
ments. But the usurpation of the 
president’s powers has gone far' 
beyond that. 
Congress has in­ 
vaded and Infiltrated not only the 
making of policy, not only nego­ 
tiation with foreign statea, but the 
very .adm..mistratlve detail, of every 
part of American foreign rela­ 
tions. 


ONE CAN ARGUE WHETHER 
theoretically the American system 
of government with its separated 
powers is as good as would be a 
parliamentary 
government. 
But 
what is not seriously arguable, I 
think, is that the only way to 
make this 
government of 
ours 
work well is to be faithful to its 
own constitutional principle, and 
to preserve the spirit and meaning 
of the separation of powers. 
That, I contend, is what the 
Truman administration and the 
republicans under the leadersMp 
of Taft have flagrantly failed to 
do—ever since they have no long­ 
er been kept in order by the mod­ 
erating effect of Vandenberg, with 
his passionate constitutionalism. 
Neither Truman nor Taft has act­ 
ed with the scruple and restraint, 
with the loyalty and the devotion 
to the spirit of American institu­ 
tions which their responsibilities 
and the great occasion called for. 
That is why the congress, the 
administrative officials, and the 
correspondente who have to watch 
it and write about it, are so un­ 
animous in thinking that we are 
in for a series of cheap and nasty 
brawls.

on his reasoning that the defend­ 
ant "had to a considerable degree 
been led astray by the young girl ” 
As if a little girl Is capable of 
leading a grown man astray! 
We believe that in ciim.es of this 
nature the very maximum penalty 
prescribed by the

should be inflicted against the 
derelicts who prey upon our little 
girls, namely, that they be put 
beMnd the bars where they be­ 
long, and that they be kept there 
for the maximum time set by the 
statutes.

New Controls May Pinch

NEW YORK (¿V-Here is the 
low-down on what the government 
means when it says you’re going 
to be pinched. 
And the pinch for civilians af­ 
ter the military gets the metal It 
needs is going to be a lot sharper 
than, many expected. 
Makers—and buyers—of autos 
and household gadgets have got 
the word as to how much can be 
produced in April, May and June. 
.And the word, is “less than now.” 
But for the makers of such ac­ 
cessories to living' as umbrellas, 
pianos and Venetian blinds the 
word is “you can have more metal 
than now, so you won’t go out of 
business.” 


BUILDERS—AND WOULD-BE 
owners—of 
new 
homes 
get 
a 
shock. Fewer can 'be started after * 
April than was first expected. The 
trouble here isn’t in lumber, ce­ 
ment, plumbing fixtures or work­ 
men. There’s no scarcity yet. But 
the "brass, copper and aluminum 
items that are a small but essen­ 
tial part of any new home aren't 
going to be handed out freely. 
Unless your contractor is a good 
hunter, he 
may 
have trouble 
finishing some homes later on 
this year. 
* 
Businessmen 
get this 
advice 
from the government: 
if you 


haven’t started that new plant or 
expansion program by April 1, 
you’re going to have a tough time 
proving it’s essential enough for 
the government to let you have 
building materials. Business ex­ 
pansion is. going to slow down af­ 
ter April—except defense plants. 


HERE IS WHAT SOME of the 
cut-backs the government is order­ 
ing for April mean—if they aren’t 
revised later on: 
Only 660,000 new homes are ex­ 
pected to be started this, year. Be­ 
fore Korea Americans were build­ 
ing at an annual clip of 1,400,000. 
From 1,730,000 to 1,860,000 new 
cars (depending on how good auto 
makers are at stretching their 
copper and aluminum supplies) 
can, be made in the first six 
months of this year. They made 
3,160,9!! in the first six months 
of 195rJ, before Korea. 
In June, 1950, we made 250,190 
vacuum, cleaners, 325,200 washing 
machines, and 246383 gas and 
coal kitchen stoves. Only 45 per 
cent of .that amount can 'be made 
this June under the new rules. 
But there are plenty of stoves, 
washing machines, vacuum clean­ 
ers, TV sets and autos on hand 
now to fill present civilian de­ 
mands. In fact, some of them have 
been pretty hard to move. The 
sales executive may be getting a 
break.

Hunter’s Choice Deer Season 
In ’52 Off Due To Storms 


SAN FRANCISCO ffV-Seth Gor­ 
don , director of fish and game, an­ 
nounced yesterday that the Pish 
and Game Commission had decided 
to drop from consideration this year 
the institution of a "hunter’s choice” 
deer season during which deer of 
either sex might be shot. 
The decision was made, it was 
explained by Ben Glading, chief of 
the Bureau of Game Conservation, 
because of the exceptionally heavy 
winter which undoubtedly will tend 
to reduce deer populations. 
The announcements were made at 
a prow conference in which Gordon 
and his staff member* discussed the 
tentative determination* of the Plah 
and Game Commission for regula­ 
tions this year. The final decision 
on all matters will be made at the 
commission meeting in Los Angeles 
this Friday. 
The regular buck season for the 
eentrai and south coastal areas ex- 


cept San Diego county, will be from 
Aug. 9 to Sept. 14 with a two buck 
bag lim it The balance of the state 
win be from Sept, 30 to Oct. 19, 
with a two buck limit in the north 
coastal area and out buck else­ 
where. 
The commissioner* went along 
with the sportsmen of the state and 
agreed to a 10-day pheasant season, 
rather than the nine-day season at 
first proposed. However, the com­ 
mission decided that there would 
be no open season on hens this year.

Of Pain And Misery

WASHINGTON (¿P>—There is a 
slave-world in the United States to­ 
day which is as vile and degrading 
and brutal as any slave camp be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain, 
At least 50,000 men, women and 
children are prisoners in this twi­ 
light world. It has no morals. There 
are no laws except the laws of greed 
and selfishness. It promises nothing 
except a fleeting pleasure and then 
the,pain and misery and suffering 
of the damn«!. 
Anyone may enter who wishes. 
Each year an alarming number of 
people either wander in or are lured 
into this other world. Many de­ 
liberately choose to go there. 
NO BARS 
There are no bars. No bmrbed- 
wire fences. No guards to prevent 
escape. Yet few find their way out. 
They may want to—desperately. But 
they discovered they have neither 
the strength nor the will-power to 
leave once they enter. 
It’s the slave-world of narcotics 
which in recent years has become a 
sinister Pied-Piper luring more and 
more young people into the worth­ 
less life of a * junkie —a dope ad­ 
dict 
Right now this slave-world extfts 
in such dries as New York. Chicago, 
Washington, B.C., Detroit, Cleve­ 
land, New Orleans and Philadelphia 
as possibly the worst «samples. 
But it has no boundaries It could 
become a part of your home town. 
,It could spread into your schools as 
it has spread into other schools. 
SOUND A WARNING 
That is the purpose of these ar­ 
ticles—to sound a warning and per­ 
haps to give a little understanding 
of what malms a “Junkie** and what 
can and is being done to help de­ 
stroy this slave-world. 
It's a world that is built almost 
entirely on the sfcreet-corner sales 
of stolen or smuggled narcotics 
which bring in profits making pikers 
of those traffic in mink and in- 
* fiuence-at-5-per cent. 
Heroin is the favorite narcotic of 
the jteikies, It’s made fnun the juice 
of the poppy seed. A pound of heroin 
is worth about $306 in Turkey. That 
same pound is worth from $75,000 
to $100,000 on the sidewalks of 
American cities. 
For them profits men will risk 
prison, stari, kill and commit all 
manners of crimes. Men, women and 
children willingly take the same 
risks to get money with which to 
buy the stuff to satisfy their crav­ 
ing tor more and more narcotics. 
Less than three weeks ago Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Narcotics agents 
staged the biggest crack-down on 


the slave-world In the nation’s his­ 
tory, They rounded up more than 
500 suspected peddlers believed to 
have supplied addicts with more 
than $18,000,000 worth of illicit dope 
yearly. 
That's a sizeable roundup. But the 
clean-up job is far from finished. 
The average dope addict spends at 
least $10 a day for narcotics and 
there are about 50,000 addicts in 
this country. That meat» the nar­ 
cotic* underworld takes $500,000 a 
day or $182.000,000 in tribute an­ 
nually from the junkie slaves. 
Once ’hooked,” a narcotics addict 
win do almost anything for the 
money he needs to buy another shot 
of dope. Teen-age kids have admit­ 
ted they needed from $10-$20 a day 
for narcotics. And crime is the only 
employer who will pay that kind of 
money to a teen-age youngster. 
The nation has been shocked in 
recent months to learn there is a 
slave-world including a growing 
army of youngsters less than 20 
years old. This shock came largely 
from disclosures made by the Sen­ 
ate’s Crime Investigating commit­ 
tee headed by Senator Kefauver 
(D-Tenn), and by hearings in New 
York and Detroit. 
IT IS TRUE 
No matter how fantastic the story 
—it is true. A school official in New 
York City has conceded that one 
out of every 200 junior and senior 
high school students in the dty 
probably is s user of narotics. That’s 
about 1500 youths. And he said an­ 
other 3500 teen-agers who are not 
in school may be using dope. 
Chew on that one s while. Five 
thousand teen-agers in one city each, 
paying up to $10 a day or more in 
a desperate search for a “thrill” 
dr to avoid with more dope the aw­ 
ful sickness and pains that 'come 
when effects of one shot begins to 
wear off. They are on a treadmill 
which has no end unless they can 
be cured or dented narcotics. 
Government officials, educators, 
experts on juvenile delinquency u d 
others have become alarmed at vne 
increased rate of addiction among 
the boys and girls of high school age. 
The average age of the “junkies” 
has dropped hi recent years. 
LIST MORE TEENERS 
In 1946, there were only 26 teen­ 
age patients admitted to the UJ8L 
Public Health Service Hospitals at 
Lexington, Ky., and Fort Worth, 
Texaa In the last four months of 
1856, the number in this age group 
had jumped to 700. 
, 
Most of these came from Chicago 
and * New York and a few other 
large cities. 
Almost all of them 
came from broken homes, from 
families where there was no disci­ 
pline, or from crowd«! neighbor­ 
hoods which held out little hope of 
a better life to a youngster. But many 
come from good homes and from 
respected, well-to-do families. 
It’s a grave problem that is ts 
hard to solve as it is to explain why 
anyone would dare enter the nar­ 
cotics slave-world.

50,000 Are Prisoners 


Of Pain And Misery

WASHINGTON « V -There is a 
slave-world in the United States to­ 
day which is as vile and degrading 
and brutal as any slave camp be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain. 
At least 50,000 men, women and 
children are prisoners in this twi­ 
light world. It has no morals. There 
are no laws except the laws of greed 
and selfishness. It promises nothing 
except a fleeting pleasure and then 
the/ pain and misery and suffering 
of the damned. 
Anyone may enter who wishes.1 
Each year an alarming number of 
people either wander in or are lured 
into this other world. Many de­ 
liberately choose to go there. 
NO BARS 
There are no bars. No barbed- 
wire fences. No guards to prevent 
escape. Yet few find their way out. 
They may want to—desperately. But 
they discovered they have neither 
the strength nor the will-power to 
leave once they enter. 
It's the slave-world of narcotics 
which in recent years has become a 
sinister Pied-Piper luring more and 
more young people into the worth­ 
less life of a "junkie”—a dope ad 
diet- 
Right now this slave-world exists 
in such cities as New York, Chicago, 
Washington, D.C., Detroit, Cleve­ 
land, New Orleans and Philadelphia 
as possibly the worst examples. 
But it has no boundaries. It could 
become a part of your home town. 
,It could spread into your schools as 
it has spread into other schools, 
SOUND A WARNING 
That is the purpose of these ar­ 
ticles—to sound a warning and per­ 
haps to give a little understanding 
of what makes a "junkie" and what 
can and is being done to help de­ 
stroy this slave-world. 
It’s a world that is built almost 
entirely on the stieet-comer sales 
of stolen or smuggled narcotics 
which bring in profits making pikers 
of those traffic in mink and in­ 
fluence-at-5-per cent. 
4§ 
Heroin is the favorite narcotic of 
the jftikies. It’s made from the juice 
of the poppy seed. A pound of heroin 
Is worth about $200 in Turkey. That 
same pound is worth from $75,000 
to $100,000 on the sidewalks of 
American cities. 
Fot these profits 'men will risk 
prison, steal, kill and commit all 
manners of crimes. Men, women and 
children willingly take the same 
risks to get money with which to 
buy the stuff to satisfy their crav­ 
ing for more and more narcotics. 
Less than three weeks ago Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Narcotics agents 
staged the biggest crack-down on 


the slave-world in the nation’s his 
tory, They rounded up more than 
500 suspected peddlers believed to 
have supplied addicts with more 
than $18,000,000 worth of illicit dope 
yearly. 
That’s a sizeable roundup. But the 
clean-up job is far from finished 
The average dope addict spends at 
least $10 a day for narcotics and 
there are about 50,000 addicts in 
this country. That means the nar­ 
cotics underworld takes $500,000 a 
day or $182,000,000 in tribute an 
nually from the junkie slaves. 
Once "hooked," a narcotics addict 
will do almost anything for the 
money he needs to buy another shot 
of dope. Teen-age kids have admit­ 
ted they needed from $10-$20 a day 
for narcotics. And crime Is the only 
employer who will pay that kind of 
money to a teen-age youngster. 
The nation has been shocked in 
recent months to learn there is a 
slave-world 
including 
a 
growing 
army of youngsters less than 20 
years old. This shock came largely 
from disclosures made by the Sen­ 
ate’s Crime Investigating commit­ 
tee headed by Senator Kefauver 
(D-Tenn), and by hearings in New 
York and Detroit. 
' IT IS TRUE 
No matter how fantastic the story 
—it is true. A school official in New 
York City has oonceded that one 
out of every 200 junior and senior 
high school students In the city 
probably is a user of n aro tics. That’s 
about 1500 youths. And he said an­ 
other 3500 teen-agers who are not 
in school may be using dope. 
Chew on that one a while. Five 
thousand teen-agers in one city each, 
paying up to $10 a day or more in 
a desperate search for a "thrill” 
dr to avoid with more dope the aw­ 
ful sickness and pains that *come 
when effects of one shot begins to 
wear off. They are on a jtreadmill 
which has no end unless they can 
be cured or denied narcotics. 
Government officials, educators, 
experts on juvenile delinquency and 
others have become alarmed at m e 
increased rate of addiction among 
the boys and girls of high school age. 
The average age of the "junkies” 
has dropped in recent years. 


LIST MORE TEENERS 
In 1946, there were only 26 teen­ 
age patients admitted to the V S . 
Public Health Service Hospitals at 
Lexington, Ky„ and Fort Worth, 
Texas. In the last four months of 
1950, the number in this age group 
had jumped to 700.

Most of these came from Chicago 
and > New York and a few other 
large cities. 
Almost all of them 
came from broken homes, f r o m 
families where there was no disci­ 
pline, or from crowded neighbor­ 
hoods which held out little hope of 
a better life to a youngster. But many 
come from good homes and from 
respected, well-to-do families. 
It’s a grave problem that is as 
hard to solve as it is to explain why 
anyone would dare enter the nar­ 
cotics slave-world.

Legal Dedsions 


Are Summarized 


SACRAMENTO (U.R)—Here is a 
summary of recent legal opinions by 
the State Attorney General's of­ 
fice: 
1—Six days after election is the 
deadline for absentee ballots in 
elections in cities of the 5th and 6th 
class; 
2—The clerk of a district court 
of appeals has legal right, If ordered 
by the court, to close his office on 
Saturday morning; 
3—The San Francisco W o r l d 
Trade Center Authority has the 
right to determine what funds it 
needs, not the State Harbor Board. 
However, requests for such funds 
must not interfere with current ob­ 
ligations of the harbor board. 
4—The jurisdiction of the State 
Cemetery board over mausoleums 
and columbariums does not super­ 
sede responsibility of local govern­ 
ments in enforcing building and 
sanitation rules of the health and 
safety code. 
5—Installers of linoleum, asphalt 
tile, rubber tile and cork tile must 
have valid contracor's licenses if 
the linoleum or tile is attached to 
the floor.
